The 
sugar beet crop in southern Alberta 
is stated to have suffered to some ex¬ 
tent from the red-backed cutworm 
but the control campaign instituted 
by the department has localized the 
infestation. In the same province 
the alfalfa crop has been attacked by 
the Bertha army worm. Dusting of 
the crop is expected to eradicate the 
pest.

First Portion lias Completed Right 
Thousand Mile Journey 

After a four months’ voyage from 
England, the first portion of the huge 
floating dock for the new British na¬ 
val base arrived at Singapore, hav¬ 
ing completed a Journey of 8,000 
miles by way of the Suer Canal. 

The Singapore dock, when com¬ 
pleted, will be the largest floating 
dry dock in the world and large 
enough to hold any British warship 
weighs 50,000 tons and contains 20,- 
000 tons of steel. It cost $00,000,000. 

The contract for completing the 
dockyard was awarded on September 
27, and called for the finishing of the 
work by 1935. It is estimated that 
the naval part of the project will cost 
$37,500,000.

A Remarkable Magnet 


Steel Alloy Raises Thirty Times Its 
Own Weight 

A new steel alloy possessing re¬ 
markable powers of magnetization 
has been discovered by a research en¬ 
gineer.

Graceful Tribute 
Is Paid To Canada 
By U. S. Speaker 


New York.—“The country in which 
you were born is rapidly coming of 
age; you have no reason to be asham¬ 
ed of it, and it consider^ you its liai¬ 
son ofiicers in the great country of 
your adoption.” These were the 
closing words addressed by the Hon. 
Justice E. Fabre Surveyor to the 
semi-annual gathering of the Cana¬ 
dian Society in New York recently. 

Justice Surveyor spoke to a dis¬ 
tinguished group which included Sir 
John Gloster Armstrong, British con¬ 
sul general at New York, and Mr. 
Frederick Hudd, the Canadian trade 
commissioner here. His uddress was 


a survey of Canadian progress to¬ 
ward autonomy and nationhood. 

The effect of this change, he said, 
is to bring Canada closer to Britain 
than ever. The Canadians would 
never waver in their fidelity to the 
British crown. 

Justice Surveyor sketched the 
gradual accession to Canada of 
broadened jurisdiction in her courts 
of law and increase in her powers in 
dealing with other nations of the 
world. 

“Canada’s election to the council 
of the League of Nations,” he said, 
“removed all doubt as to the place 
it ho!ds-at Geneva.”

Potatoes In the Poultry Rations 


New Method Of 
Preserving Fruit 


Canada Best Customer Of U.S 


Cull Potato*** Can Be Used tVItti 
Satisfactory Result* 

In the feeding of poultry for mar¬ 
ket comment is always regarded ns 
having nn Important place in n mixed 
ration. Feeding tests at the Experi¬ 
mental Farm, at Ottawa, have prov¬ 
ed that where commeal is not read¬ 
ily available, cull potatoes can be 
used very satisfactorily in its place 
The test is reviewed in the 1927 re¬ 
port of the Poultry Division, publish¬ 
ed by the Department of Agriculture, 
at Ottawa. Two lots of capons, con¬ 
sisting in each case of fifteen White 
Leghorns, and fifteen Barred Rockn, 
were fattened in small pens for a 
period of two weeks. The mash used 
was made tip of equal parts bran 
middlings, oat flour, commeal. and 
one-half part of meat meal. This was 
the ration fed to one of the lots while 
the mash fed to the other lot con¬ 
tained approximately one-fifth by 
weight of cull potatoes and no corn- 
mcal. That is to say, the commeal of! 
the mash in the one case was re- 
plated in the other by an equal weight ] 
of potatoes. The potatoes were! 
thoroughly cooked, mashed and mix¬ 
ed with the other feed. The mix-, 
lure in each case was fed moistened 
with milk in the usual way. The 
value of the mashes used was 2.G 
cents per pound with commeal. and 
2.2 cents per pound with the pota¬ 
toes.

Also Sells United States More 
Imports Than Any Other 
Country 

Canada led the United Kingdom by 
more than $100,000,000 in total trade 
with the United States during the 
first six months of 1928, the Foreign 
Commerce Department of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States emphasized in a further 
analysis of the nation's foreign com¬ 
merce, Just given out. 

During the six months Canada 
bought more American exports anl 
in return sold the United States 
more of its imports, the Chamber 
said, than any other country. The 
total business between the two 
countries was $061,000,000 compared 
with $560,000,000 for the Unitea 
Kingdom, the second l>est buyer and 
third best seller. The statement 
said: 

"Canada with a population of about 
9.400,000 somewhat less than that 
of the metropolitan district of the 
City of New York In the first half 
of this year purchased American 
American goods amounting to $426,- 
199,000, or 18.1 per cent, of our total 
exports, thus becoming by far our 
most Important market, having out¬ 
distanced her nearest competitor, the 
United Kingdom, by nearly $45,000,- 
000 . 

"Our Canadian neighbors, in dis¬ 
placing the United Kingdom as our 
best customer, increased their pur¬ 
chases nearly 6 '2 per cent., buying 
$15.70 worth of American goods |»er 
capita in the six months. Germany, 
with a decrease of $4,541,000 or 2.2 
per cent, took $205,769,000 worth of 
American goods, retaining the place 
which it held for the same period of 
last year as our thin! best customer. 


Britain Proves Moans Of Trans¬ 
portation Is Valuable 

Flfty-scater troop-carrying air¬ 
craft arc now being designed by Bri¬ 
tish aeronautical experts to replace 
the 25-seater machines that have been 
doing excellent work for a year or 
more in Iraq. The kbel of the first 
of the 50-seaters is to be laid short¬ 
ly, and from the data gained from 
the performance of the new ma¬ 
chines plans will be laid for the con¬ 
struction of a whole fleet of thes** 
new giants of the air. 

Although the design of the new 
machines is naturally an Air Minis¬ 
try secret, it is understood that they 
will be of all-metAl construction, have 
central engine rooms like those of an 
ocean-going liner, and the motors will 
be so disposed that in the event of 
one of them going wrong In the air, 
this will not seriously affect the flying 
powers of the airplane.* In the case 
of minor breakdowns it should be 
possible to effect repairs while the 
machine is still in flight. The scats 
are to be all of the "tip-up” variety 
so that the airplanes can, if neces¬ 
sary, be used for the transport of 
munitions, food, or other materials of 
war to enable the troops already 
landed to hold their positions indefin¬ 
itely. 

As in the present 25-seaters, th^ 
new machines will be equipped with 
elaborate devices for radio-telephone 
communication with headquarters, 
including, of course, the hanging 
aerial3 for communication while in 
flight, and telescopic masts that can 
be raised while the machine is on 
the ground, and through them sum¬ 
mon aid in case of a forced-landing, 
or in case immediate reinforcements 
are needed to support troops already 
landed. 

Thus instead of tramping weary 
miles overland, or being jolted in 
trucks over rough roads, British sol¬ 
diers engaged in fighting Great Bri¬ 
tain's frontier battles, will In the 
future joy-rido to the‘battle front at 
100 mHcs an hour as comfortably 
as if they were travelling in a Lon¬ 
don bus. 

The value of these troop-carriers

lie a Sucres* 

Peaches arc a staple crop in South¬ 
ern New Jersey. To pive them a 

market the year round would mean 
much to growers, dealers and house¬ 
holders. At Hammonton. in the heart 
of the peach country. Thomas F. Mac¬ 
Gregor records a golden experiment 
with peaches. On August 28 he took 
a basket of peaches and wrapped each 
in wax paper. Every dozen peaches 
lie wrapped In wax paper, too. Then 
he placed his fruit in a metallic con¬ 
tainer and exhausted its air. Instead 
uf that air ho poured in a stream of 
nitrogen, a wholly inert gas. Mark the 
result. At the end of a month he 
opened his container, and found his 
peaches one hundred jM»r cent, per¬ 
fect. In ordinary atmospheric ail 
they would have been dccaycs! and 
worthless. 

This experiment is t*> be thoroughly 
developed, and with the backing of 
the famous Franklin Institute of 
Philadelphia, tl seems probable that 
a new and important art of preserva¬ 
tion is within view, it may lx* feasi¬ 
ble lo give some fruits and vegetables 
acceptability for the twelve months 
of the year. But even to extend for 
thirty days the prime condition of 
peaches and pears, lettuce and celery, 
will mean a priceless boon to market- 
gardeners and their customers. The 
process introduced by Mr. MacGreg¬ 
or will probably reduce demands for 
refrigeration in many a market 
he use. In small households it may 
abolish the need for refrigeration al- 
torvthcr.

Record Freight Train 


Terror Of Leprosy 


Train I .nailed With Wheat 0\cr a 
Mile In length 

What is claimed to be the longest 
and heaviest grain train was recently 
hauled from Sfoughton to Areola 
Saskatchewan, by the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic Railway. This train, which is 
believed to be the record freight train 
for any class of merchandise, had 135 
loaded cars. 

The long line of box cars moved 
between stations, a distance of 25 
miles, in 55 minutes. When the en¬ 
gine reached the switch at Areola 
the train waggled its tail beyond the 
mile board in the yards for its over¬ 
all in length was something more than 
5,280 feet. 

It was, railway officials said, the 
first loaded grain train of more than 
a mile in length to operate anywhere 
in the world. 

With 135 loaded box cars, the train 
had in addition a caboose, a water 
cat and engine. The gross weight 
was 8,725 tons, and the contents of 
the cars reached a total of 202,000 
bushels, or the produce from 10,000 
acres of farm land yielding an aver¬ 
age of over 20 bushels to the acre. 

In their effort to establish a new 
record for heavy trains, the railway 
officials enlisted the aid of nature, 
taking advantage of a heavy north¬ 
west wind to stage the run. 


Bread Disease Brought Within List 
Of Curable Maladies 

Science is biking the terror out 
one of the world's moot dreaded dis¬ 
eases. Regarded since the dawn ol 
history as a living death, leprosy ap¬ 
parently is being brought within the 
list of curable maladies, and the lep¬ 
er is bring given firm ground foi 
hope. 

"Unclean!" the cry of fear, horroi 
and revulsion lias come down the 
centuries. The fear has always been 
exaggerated to a greater or less de¬ 
gree, but has been none-the-Tess rea! 
in the minds of victims and those 
about them. 

Within the last few weeks, eight 
patients have been released on pro¬ 
bation from the National Leprosar¬ 
ium. Carville, Lousiann. sent back to 
their homes no longer a menace to 
the public health. Since the institu¬ 
tion was established by the United 
States public health service sever, 
years ago. 37 have been released, and 
only one ha* suffered a relapse. 
Those released recently had been un¬ 
der treatment from two to seven 
years, and about 400 others remain.

Illustration station* Increasing In 
Efficiency ::nd Ot Value To tlie 
Community 

Large quantities of seed stock of 
grain, potatoes, grans and clover 
seed are distributed from the illus¬ 
tration station* operated under the 
direction of the Experimental Farms. 
The quantities sold locally by the 
stations amounted to 30,942 bushels 
of seed grain, 11,892 bushels of seed 
potatoes, and 22 080 pounds of grass 
and clover seed. The varieties used, 
are those found to do best on tho 
Experimental Farms in the vicinity 
of the respective illustration sta¬ 
tions. Methods of cultivation are 
also those followed at these larger 
farms. The seed is multiplied at 
the illustration stations and offered 
for sale in the district and in this 
way bring the improved varieties and 
methods of growing into general use. 
The chief superintendent of these 
stations in his report for last year 
publbhed by the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, at Ottawa, says that these 
Station* are increasing year by year 
in their efficiency as seed growers 
and distributors due to the care and 
efforts of the farmers with whom 
they are co-operating in carrying on 
this work.

U.S. Navy Will Make Teat Of Rescue 
' Apparatus 

Stirred by undersea craft disasters 
that have taken tho lives of scores of 
American officers and men, the navy 
is making strenuous efforts to elim¬ 
inate the hazards of submarines by 
devising and perfecting rescue ap¬ 
paratus. 

Many experiments arc being made 
and plans carriod out for exhaustive 
tests to learn what happens when 
a submarine is stricken below sur¬ 
face. No man has survived a sub¬ 
marine accident wherein the craft 
was totally disabled and flooded 
while under water, and none lias 
been able to tell just what occurs 
under those conditions. 

In addition to laboratory experi¬ 
ments, the hulk of the submarine S-4 
which took 40 men to their deaths 
after she was rammed by the Coast 
Guard destroyer, Paulding, off Prov- 
Lncetown, Mass., December 17, 1927 
will be used in rigorous tests off 
Cape Charles, ^Va., in October.
